2. Claims 1-9 and 14-19 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance : 

The prior art of records to and all other cited references, 
taken alone or in combination, fails to teach or fairly suggest 
the specific structure or the method of a radio frequency- 
identification (RFID) extension for mobile computer lacking RFID 
functionality comprising, among other things, a standard modular 
attachment suitable for holding the mobile computer; circuitry 
carried by the standard modular attachment for providing the 
RFID functionality; modular attachment interface connect to the 
standard modular attachment for selectively coupling the mobile 
computer to the circuitry such that the mobile computer has 
access to the RFID functionality provided by the circuitry when 
the mobile computer is coupled to the modular attachment 
interface and is being held by the standard modular, wherein the 
circuitry is separate from the mobile computer when the mobile 
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computer is not being held by the standard modular attachment as 
set forth in the claimed combinations.
